Baldwin was stolen last Thursday night. 

The rack was relatively new and contained sev¬ 
eral copies of the NEWS with pictures and story of 
Monday’s and Tuesday’s forest fire, as well as around 
$4 in cash. 

Information has come to the NEWS as to the 
identity of the thief and while this newspaper has 
no desire to inflict imprisonment or a heavy fine for 
the theft of property on anyone, prosecution will be 
started unless the rack is returned immediately. 

The NEWS also wishes to report that for several 
months some intruder has been effecting entry into 
its offices at 9 Kersting Court, and stealing valuable 
information. Our information is that this is the work 
of the same person who took the news rack and 
unless it stops charges will be filed.

400 Attend 
Open House 
By Firemen 

Fire Chief Charles E. 
Brown and Fire Marshal 
Bert Embree and the fire¬ 
men who were on duty, wish 
to express their thanks for 
the interest and enthusiasm 
shown by the more than 400 
children and adults who 
visited the Fire Department 
recently during the open 
house, at both stations. 

“It lets us (the firemen) 
know that the citizens do 
recognize the importance of 
a capable and alert fire 
fighting force,” Chief Brown 
commented at the end of a 
busy day, and said further 
that “with this interest, I 
am sure that Sierra Madre 
people will practice fire 
safety measures the other 
364 days of the year.” 

With this same thought. 
Marshal Embree reiterated 
that during the preceeding 
week, while working with 
the schools on fire preven¬ 
tion programs, the same 
concern was show'n by the 
educators relating to the 
safety of the lives of the 
children in their care. 

"Right down to the last 
detail,” Marshal Embree 
said, “school leaders have 
not overlooked any hazard 
that might peril the safety 
of the pupils, and are much 
aware of the potential 
emergencies that could arise 
during the day.” 

SPEAKING of the 'other 
364 days’ of the year, the 
Fire Prevention Bureau is 
thinking of the coming cold 
weather of winter, and po¬ 
tential fire dangers from 
that unchecked furnace 
which has been sitting idle 
the past six months: or that 
chimney that has had the 
vines and trees grow on, or 
around, the top of the flue, 
and that could catch fire 
the first time that a fire was 
built in the fireplace; or 
those “temporary” extension 
cords that were strung about 
the yard during the sum¬ 
mers’ outdoor living, and 
now create a hazard with 
the rains «,oming and wet¬ 
ting those sub-standard in¬ 
stallations. 

Marshal Embree wants all 
to remember that fire is 
dangerous at any time, but 
particularly “as tempera¬ 
tures drop, fire dangers 
rise,” in and about .the 
home. This should be an In¬ 
centive for the residents to 
gladly welcome the fire in¬ 
spectors who are making 
the rounds of the city. 

Many of the items that 
the inspectors are noticing 
are the “little everyday sit¬ 
uations” that the occupant 
will not readily recognize as 
a fire hazard, but after an 
explanation from the in- 
.spector, realize it should be 
abated.

Aid Chest 

The Pasadena School Sys¬ 
tem, of which Sierra Madre 
Elementary Schools are a 
part, is placing Community 
Chest banks in both Sierra 
Madre and Sierra Mesa 
Schools this week. 

This is primarily an edu¬ 
cational effort which recog¬ 
nizes the fact that a large 
share of Chest funds are 
used for youth and the 
school administration wishes 
the community to realize all 
funds collected in the Sierra 
Madre schools are turned 
over to the Community Chest 
for use in Sierra Madre.

for the exerted drive in the 
upper city areas at this time, 
to make sure we do not lose 
any structures,” Fire Mar¬ 
shall Bert Embree points 
out. “Please cooperate with 
the inspectors’ requests and 
suggestions, as they will not 
be outlandish. If there are 
any questions as to the best 
way to do this cleanup work, 
or suggestions in planting of 
materials that will not 
readily burn, feel free to call 
the Prevention Bureau at 
ELgin 5-1414.” 

“The whole project is to 
try to make the remaining 
brush areas safe as possible, 
and with the cooperation of 
every person in the canyon, 
we can do it, and save a 
possible conflagration.” 

EVEN WHILE the recent 
forest fire which devasted 
1,250 acres of the most val¬ 
uable watershed in the Unit¬ 
ed States, was still burning. 
County Flood Control Dis¬ 
trict personnel, directed by 
Chief Engineer M. E., Sals- 
bury, began their on-the- 
scene studies of the potenti¬ 
al aftermath flood threat, 
Supervisor Frank G. Bonelli, 
chairman of the County 
Board of Supervisors, an¬ 
nounces. 

At the same time, Super¬ 
visors Bonelli and Warren 
M. Dorn, the latter of the 
Pasadena District, joined in 
expressing the belief that 
the major concern is Hast¬ 
ings Canyon where the dis¬ 
trict is studying possibility 
of diverting debris - laden 
flows into the existing Sierra 
Madre Villa Debris Basin. 
Dorn is chairman of the su¬ 
pervisors’ emergency com¬ 
mittee. 

BONELLI, chairman of the 
supervisors’ flood control 
committee, says that the dis¬ 
trict will shortly file a spe¬ 
cial report detailing what 
can be done to ease the flood 
hazard created by the blaze 
which, it its height, com¬ 
pelled 800 persons to evacu¬ 
ate their homes. 

While Sierra Madre prop¬ 
er, through the Bailey Can¬ 
yon Debris Basin, is at pres¬ 
ent considered adequately 
safeguarded from a repeti¬ 
tion of the 1957 disaster, 
Dorn says it is anticipated 
that the fire will increase 
the hazards to other flood 
control improvements be¬ 
cause of mud flows from 
small gullies. He believes, 
however, that most of the 
burned-over area is con¬ 
trolled by flood control dams 
and other structures built in 
recent years by the County 
Flood Control District. 

"PROTECTION of private 
properties may best be ob¬ 
tained by their owners mak¬ 
ing use of sandbags that the 
Flood Control District will 
furnish to cities for distri¬ 
bution if the situation war¬ 
rants,” Dorn says. District 
engineers will provide ex¬ 
pert advice to individual 
property owners. 

He added that the District 
continues to cooperate with 
Foothill communities in al¬ 
leviating local drainage 
problems. In such cases it 
has been the county’s prac¬ 
tice to provide materials for 
construction of minor im¬ 
provements if the cities ob¬ 
tain the necessary rights-of- 
way and agree to operate 
and maintain the improve¬ 
ments. 

Recommndations for im¬ 
mediate reseeding and other 
soil stabilization measures 
will be contained in the re¬ 
port. 

One hundred county and 
Forest Service men remained 
in the area the past week 
mopping up.
